plied to the recent fire of the federal 
trade commission today. 
Testifying 
before 
the 
interstate 
commerce committee, he built up an 
elaborate defenae 
of 
his 
concern's! 
business conduct. 
Armour finished with this sweeping 
denial: 
“I say to you positively that we have 
not for many years been and are not 
now in any pool, combination or ar­ 
rangement of any kind, either directly 
or indirectly, openly or seo-etly or un. 
der cover. 
All such charges are utter 
ly unfair and untrue." 
Throughout Armour made the fed­ 
e ra l trade commission his target, st­ 
icking its methods during a recent 
Investigation conducted by Francis J. 
[Heney. 
This was Armour's first appearance 
! before* government body. 
His com­ 
pany has not previously been given a 
[chance to answer accusations, he said. 
Ta the invest igat ion made by the 
federal trade commission and which 
has resulted In the pending bills, it 
has been atynitted by Chairman Col­ 
ver that we were aflforded no oppor­ 
tunity to produce witnesses, to intro­ 
duce testimony or to explain or an­ 
swer any of the documents Introduced 
at that hearing," Armour asserted. 
He earnestly urged congress not to 
[pass pending bills providing govern 
jment licensing of packing houses and 
[{government ownership or operation 
ref stockyards, refrigerator cars, branch 
houses and other adjuncts to the pack­ 
ing business. 
Proposed Bills Reactionary 
"lf a monkey wrench is thrown into 
the gears of this business its elleel 
will not be confined to the meat pack­ 
ing industry,’* Armour went on. “The 
theories on which pending legislation 
is based are not constructive, they are 
not progressive. 
They are reaction- 
AM. ’* 
ary. 
Such laws probably would be un­ 
constitutional, Armour’s legal advisers 
believe. 
{ 
Touching briefly on high prices, the 
witness said live hogs had increased 
in price 245 per cent in four years. 
Labor and fuel costs have also gone 
up. he jointed out. 
Banian Exeaaaiva Profits 
Charges of excessive profits, how­ 
ever. were denied. 
In ISIS Armour's 
profits are said to have been 1.8 cents 
on each dollar of sales, as compared i 
with 3.7 in 1917. 
Recalling that on November I. 1917. 
the food administration limited pack­ 
ers’ profits to nine per cent on the cap­ 
ital invested in meat producing lines, 
Armour declared that only about one- 
half of this allowance was 'actually 
earned. 
j “The federal trade commission." he 
continued, "has failed completely to 
justify Its charges of unduly large 
profits. 
“During the last eighteen months, 
dur'ng the war period, the earnings 
of Armour and comj>any on the actual 
Investment and appraised value of the 
business averaged 8.9 
per 
cent 
on 
everything—including all our by-prod­ 
ucts and all our associated lines." 
“Side lines" pay the bills, Armour 
said in explaining the policy of push­ 
ing by-products. 
The same sales or-' 
ganization .can be used and factories 
and employers can be kept busy in 
off-season periods. Soap. violin strings, 
soft drinks and perfume were classed 
as legitimate side lines for packers. 
Loses on Refrigerator Cart 
Referring to the pending bill which 
would take refrigerator cars out of 
packers' hands, Armour insisted 
be 
had lost money on refrigerator cars for 
the last six years but that they were 
essential. 
They are subject to the 
interstate commerce commission, he 
said, adding that he failed to see any 
advantage to the public by govern­ 
ment ownership of them. 
Armour considers government own­ 
ership of stockyards immaterial 
as 
long as efficient service hi rendered 
under packer control. 
"As a packer, I am interested in see­ 
ing the yards handled' in the most effi­ 
cient way possible and it is absolutely 
immaterial to me who owns them. 
“Ownership by the government im­ 
plies red tape and restrictions which 
cannot but add to the costs of service. 
I am already and willing at once to re­ 
linquish my holdings upon being al­ 
lowed Just compensation. 
“Some of our critics say control of 
exchange buildings give us the club 
over the commission, who must do our 
bidding or be relegated to undesirable 
offices. 
Such charges are utterly un­ 
true."

The hog committee of the food ad­ 
ministration will meet January 28 to 
agree on a price for hogs during Feb­ 
ruary.

see a slight hog shortage instead of 
an overflow.” 
The agreement referred to by Sny­ 
der is the statement of Joseph P. Cot­ 
ton, chief of the meat division and 
now in Europe with Herbert Hoover. 
The food administration has no price* 
fixing powers but is authorized under 
the Lever act to make arrangements 
with industries for stabilized prices. 
Snyder declared the high prices are 
not of particular benefit to the pack­ 
ers, inasmuch as the packers’ profits 
are limited.

Norah, in Ibsen's "Doll's House,” 


discovered that "it is hard waiting for 


th© 
m iracle.” 
That is ex actly the 


state in which the world finds itself 
today. 


W aiting for the miracle is hard. 
It 


tries men's souls, and it tries them all 
the more because so many practical 


work-a-day problems cannot be solved 
until the miracle is accomplished. But 


it is to be remembered that after all it 
is the m iracle for which we are wait­ 
ing—the adjustm ent of the affairs of 
this old world so thai hereafter it can 
roll around 
from season to season 
without having all its splendid pro­ 
gress checked by war. 
To accomplish a miracle is of neces­ 
sity slow work. 
It means taking the 
every-dav, common thing that every­ 
body is fam iliar with and making it do 
an entirely new and unfam iliar thing. 
It takes courage to make a miracle, for 
any one who tries to do an unfamiliar 
thing with the old tools is always un­ 
der suspicion as to his complete san­ 
ity. 
Above all. it takes patience to wait 
for the miracle. 
The finer the thing 
hoped for, the more patience is re­ 
quired. 
And it is no common or gard­ 
en m iracle which is being undertaken 
over in France, but a regular old Bur­ 
bank's Finest, which is to flourish 
equally well in the Tropics or the froz­ 
en North, and which is to make bro­ 
th ers of everybody. 
This miracle stuff always has a little 
prelim inary hocus-pocus which m ysti­ 
fies, but the result is perfectly plain 
and simple.

standards. 
He left an estate of about 
$500,000. 
There are many thousands 
of Americans worth more than that. 


The fact is that nearly all our presi­ 
dents have been poor.

Wilson is in the same class.

volt m ight have been no better off 
than any of these, despite bls earnings 
from his writings, if it had not been 
for his inheritance. 
He has done 
more than pass on the property re­ 
ceived from his father. 
Presidents 
are seldom able to save much from 
their salaries, and doubtless find it all 
the harder to get along after they 
leave the executive office because of 
the liberal expenditure they have be­ 
come accustomed to. 


It is natural and right to take much 
satisfaction in the 
modest circum­ 
stances of our presidents. 
It proves 
American democracy. It dem onstrates, 
better than any other fact could, the 
opportunity for every American boy to 
rise to any position he is fitted for. 
But it does not necessarily follow that, 
having chosen poor men for Presi­ 
dents. we should condemn them to 
continued poverty. 


Poverty may be respectable; but as 
Grover Cleveland found, it is difficult 
and em barrassing when one has held 
so great an office and is expected to 
m aintain a position of comparative 
dignity and ease. 
One of these times 
the nation will rise up and insist that 
our presidents be given a liberal pen­ 
sion on retirem ent, as most presidents 
or prem iers are in other countries.
